I've two apologies for this first of the two books to be published this year, for 
what you may perceive and for wliat you canno^ee in it. 

It 
is about 20 to 25/° of the unedited rough draft of what I wrote as Ho^x. While what re- 
mains is a solid indictment of the most intcndedly dishonest book I recall seeing, it 
is far short of the records I'd intended for our liistory. , 

As part of Ilia formul a for fame and fortune Gerald Posner wrote with special dis- 
honesty that the question of the JFIC assassination was one in wliich only those he had 
rather vaguely of the left disagreed with the official story. It is an issue, of course, 
tha? without left or right, so to speak an American issue.

With records from the Russell archive at the Univ- 
ersity of u eorgia and a feu from that of Senator John Sjjerman Cooper, both of whom re- 
fused to agree with the basis of the Warren Report, that single-bullet theory, I updated 
n\y earlier acoount of Senator Russell's encouraging my work to his dying day. As soon as 
I had the article drafted I sent it, poor as my typing is, to the publisher. He has yet 
to acknowledge receipt of it so I think it will exist only as a record in the archive 
I'll leave. 

What reaction I've had to this ffagment of what I wrote is excellent. I tliink the
